Indiana Improved Roads 
A Marvelous Network 


After jolting around through oth­ 
er states on vacation trips this 
summer, a lot of us will come 
home with deep appreciation of the 
Hoosier network of state, county 
and city streets. 
Indiana has rich deposits of stone 
and gravel that has enabled us to 
build a vast network of improved 
roads. 
The biggest problem facing Indi­ 
ana today is to find matching funds 
so that we may reclaim federal 
aid for highways. These are dollars 
collected rn Indiana by the federal 
government 
from gas 
tax, 
and 
taxes on the trade built around the 
automobile. 
Indiana Could Lose On 
Federal Road Assistance 
Gov. George N. Craig has been 
prodding the State Highway De­ 
partm ent, headed by Neil Godwin, 
to speed program s by which Indi­ 
ana can reclaim these federal road 
building dollars. We could lose $28 
million dollars in federal aid unless 
the program is stepped up. 
Here is the road picture briefly 
as reported by Carl E. Vogelge- 
sang, chief engineer of the Indiana 
Highway commission. It would cost 
$931 million dollars to widen to 
four lanes some 1,500 miles of two 
lane roadway now earn in g over­ 
loads of more than 3,500 vehicles 
cady.

China, shot down two of the Rus­ 
sian-built jets and probably de­ 
stroyed another this morning, the 
Air Force announced. 
The dogfight started over inter­ 
national waters of the Yellow Sea, 
the Air Force said, when “eight 
Sabres were attacked by 12 to 16 
Communist fighters.” All the Sa­ 
bres, on a patrol mission, returned 
later to their Korean bases. 
The fight area was about 50 
mdes southwest of the mouth of 
the Yalu River, boundary between 
North Korea and Red China. Com­ 
munist China has a large air base 
at Antung, and North Korea at 
Sinuiju, on opposite banks of the 
Yalu. 
The Air Force gave no clue on 
the nationality of the MIGs, used 
by the air forces of North Korea, 
Communist China and S o v i e t 
Russia. 
An Air Force announcement said 
the MIGs fired first. It said the 
Sabres, from the 35th Squadron 
of the 8th Fighter-Bomber Wing, 
returned the fire.

MUAany

For a long time we have offered the space 
of this column as a forum for those who have 
things on their minds that they wish to get 
before the public. Today, we have a letter 
dealing with the local school building pro­ 
gram which is certain to cause plenty of com­ 
ment. We are withholding the writer's name 
at hi-' request. The letter says: 
“A number of us were not very well satis­ 
fied by the meeting . . . on April 29 where the 
projected new high school building was dis­ 
cussed. 
“We feel that it was brought out, rather in­ 
directly, that the northwest (Memorial Park) 
site would cost approximately $40,000 more 
than a building of similar space built around 
the gymnasium. It was brought out that our 
money is not plentiful, and that certain econ­ 
omies are necessary in any school building 
project which may be decided upon. We feel 
that while a new high school building is es­ 
sential, there is also a pressing need that 
something be done to alleviate our present 
crowded conditions in the lower grades, 
which will increase rather than decrease. If, 
as it was said, we can afford either a new high 
school building or new grade school construc­ 
tion, but not both, it seems silly to spend an 
extra $40,000 to use the northwest site when 
that $40,000 would build, say, extra rooms 
onto the Belle Gregg School. 
“We feel that it does not make sense to buy 
more land, and spend more money to fill and 
drain it, when we already have land which 
has been deemed suitable for a new building 
by specialists in this field. We understand 
that such specialists recommended the gym 
site. We also feel that since there is not 
enough money to build an auditorium at 
either site, it is going to be necessary to use 
the gym for high school convocations and 
other meetings until such time as the extra 
money . . . may be available. It seems unwise 
to select the site which is much farther from 
the gym. We hear that at present, high school 
convocations are sometimes cancelled because 
bad weather makes it inexpedient to move the 
entire student body from the Graham High 
School to the Graham Annex auditorium. 
Would it be as easy to move them from the 
northwest site to the g y m ? We understand 
that if the gym is used, such movement would 
be no problem. 
“Another thing that we question seriously 
is the authority of the School Building Com­ 
mittee, also known as the Holding Corpora­ 
tion, to determine matters of policy in regard 
to building. We understand that this group is 
supposed to be merely an organization of 
public-spirited citizens who have come to the 
fore in order to provide the necessary’ extra 
funds in order to supplement existing law’s in 
regard to bonding. It is said that legally they 
are to build a portion of the new7 high school 
building, but morally it would seem that they 
should have no authority to determine policy, 
“Are we to be bound by w’liat this School 
Building Committee may decide, when it 
seems that it wTas not elected by due pro­ 
cess of law’? It would seem that the School 
Board alone should have the final authority in 
any decision regarding building, and that the 
responsibility should rest there alone. We 
w’onder just how’ the School Building Commit­ 
tee was created. 
“We feel that there should be another pub­ 
lic meeting on this matter, and that there 
should be more adequate advance publicity 
than there wras for the last meeting. We think 
there should be a little more frankness dis­ 
played than there was at the last meeting on 
the part of the Sch/>oI Board, especially as to 
w’hv the building site was changed from the 
gym to the northwest site. If you can help in 
promoting such a meeting, we think that you 
will have done a public service.”

WASHINGTON T — At this point there are two 
main questions behind the confusion about the anti­ 
polio vaccine: Is it safe? Is the government in any 
way responsible for some of the confusion? 
Is it safe? The experts say yes. But the govern­ 
ment is checking. Of the five million children vac­ 
cinated since mid-April, 51 have developed polio, 44 
of them after being given the vaccine of one com­ 
pany. Cutter Laboratories. 
Cutter’s vaccine was withdrawn from use. The 
government is studying it intensively. Whether there 
is any connection between Cutter’s vaccine and the 
polio in the children who got it may be known with- 
in two weeks. 


Is the government in any way responsible for some 
of the confusion? The answer to this seems to be 
yes. After saying for weeks the vaccine being used 
is safe, Dr. Leonard Scheele, surgeon general of the 
U. S. Public Health Service, has called for a tempor­ 
ary halt in vaccinations. 


Why? So the government can make a more thor­ 
ough check on all the companies* vaccines than it 
did before. And it seems from what is known the gov­ 
ernment had time to do before what it is doing now. 
In last summer’s test of the vaccine developed by 
Dr. Jonas Salk, sponsored by the National Founda­ 
tion for Infantile Paralysis, all the vaccine used was 
made by two companies, Eli Lilly and Parke-Davis. 
Since only several hundred thousand children were 
getting this vaccine in 1954, only a comparatively 
few batches of it were needed. 
Bat every one of these batches was triple-checked: 
by the manufacturers, by Dr. Salk for the foundation, 
and by the National Institutes of Health, part of the 
Public Health Service. 
The foundation further contracted not only with 
Lilly and Parke Davis but with four other manufac­ 
turers, including Cutter, to make vaccine for use on 
perhaps nine million children in the spring of 1955, if 
results of the 19.54 test proved favorable. 
On April 12 came the announcement the vaccine 
had proved 60 to 90 per cent effective. At once, with 
governmental approval, the manufacturers began 
distributing it. 
When, asked why the government did not check 
each individual batch, Dr. Scheele said that since 
the vaccine was first produced, a number of com­ 
panies have had “continuous experience” in pro­ 
ducing it and have “ shown their abilities.” He ex­ 
plained there had been spot checks and approval of 
the 
commercial 
laboratories’ 
production 
tech­ 
niques. 
If production of this vaccine began last November, 
as a foundation official says and it takes 90 days to 
make — it would seem the health service had time 
between November and April 12 to check the individ­ 
ual batches. Now it is making a much more thorough 
check.
